The humble Petition of the Right Honourable George William Frederick Villiers

Sheweth, 

T hat in the year 1822 a large sura of money was raised by voluntary sub- 
scriptions for the relief of the Poor in Ireland, the management whereof 
was vested in a Committee in the City of London. 

That the said Committee appropriated 45,000/., part thereof, for the purpose 
of making small loans to the industrious Poor in the provinces of Connaught and 
Munster, and furnishing them with implements of labour, seed, and other raw- 
materials to be used and employed by them in husbandry, or in any trade, manu- 
facture, or other business; the said Committee receiving back payment of the same, 
by instalments or otherwise, with interest. 

That the said sum of 45,000/. hath since the year 1822, by good management 
and divers other means, been increased, and now amounts to the sum of 60,000/. 

That great benefit has been found to arise from the operations of the said 
Charitable Association ; which would be further increased by the Incorporation 
of the said Society. 

Your Majesty’s Petitioners therefore humbly beseech Your Majesty to grant 
to your Petitioners Your Majesty’s Royal Charter of Incorporation, for the said 
purposes ; and that your Petitioners and their successors may be henceforth one 
body politic and coiporate, by the name of “ The Irish Reproductive Loan Fund 
Institution,” with such rights, powers, privileges, franchises, and immunities as are 
expressed in the Schedule hereunto annexed. 

And Your Majesty’s Petitioners, as in duty bound, shall ever pray, &c. &c. 
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
